“seems to be that since the civil 
service amendment could not be 
defeated at the polls the best 
treatment now is to starve it to 
death.” ) 

Mayor A. P. Kaufmann, in a 
statement today, said he was in 
accord with Haeussler on the §6000 
item. Ag to the budget for the 
coming year, he said it was proper 
the Board of Aldermen should 
acan all requests for funds care- 
fully, and “I have faith that the

of the personnel office.”

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Blood African Native Gave in 1927 


Saves Millions From Yellow Fever 


NEW YORK; March 17 (AP), 
A blood specimen taken from an 
African native named Asibi 17 


years ago has protected millions 
of people all over the world from 
‘yellow fever, the Rockefeller 
Foundation reported today. 

The specimen was taken in 1927 

at the Foundation’s yellow fever 
laboratory at Lagos, West Africa, 
ahd injected into a rhesus mon- 
key from India. Asibi recovered 
from yellow fever, but the mon- 
key died. . 
Raymond B. Fosdick, president 
of the foundation, said all ‘the yel- 
‘low fever vaccine manufactured 
in the last 17 years “derives from 
the original strain of virus ob- 
tained from this humble native. 

“Carried down to the present 
day from one laboratory animal to 
another, through repeated tissue 
cultures and by enormous multi- 
plication, it has afforded immunity

lof Nations” to protect the worl 
from air-borne epidemics was ad- 
vocated by Fosdick.

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP).

NEW YORK, March 17:—John 
K. Rowland, former director of 
the St. Louis Board of Children’s 
Guardians and until] 1939 St. Louis 
Federal relief administrator, is in 
New York today after disembark- 
ing from the exchange ship Grips- 
holm which arrived at Jersey City 
Wednesday with more than 500 
other repatriated Americans, in- 
cluding three former St. Louisans. 

Rowland was placed in German 


custody in Vichy, France, where 
he had served for more than a 
year as director of American Red 
Cross relief activities at Marseille. 
His wife, Mildred, and son, John, 
13 years old, live at 6114 Water- 
, Man avenue, 

Principal duties of the Red 
Cross director were to supervise 
the distribution of condensed milk 
and layettes to the children of 
France, sorely in need of supplies 
after the Nazi invasion. He esti- 
mates more than 30,000 tons, ar- 
riving in five cargo ships, were 
distributed to the grateful popula- 
tion in three years. Because of 
restrictions imposed by the Petain 
Government, however, the public 
was prohibited from mass demon- 
strations of gratitude. 

Children In Extreme Need, 


“The children appeared to be in 
extreme need,” Rowland said, 
“end the adult population was 
certainly living in considerably 
less than luxury.” 

He was in Toulouse when the 
American invasion of Africa took 
place, and the following day re- 
ceived instructions from the Vichy 
government to return to his head- 
quarters at Marseille. He and his 
a were granted the free- 

om of the city, and expected to 
be permitted to return to the 
United States without long delay. 

On Nov. 11, they were informed 
officially, however, that they 
would be. sent to Lourdes with 
newspaper men, members of the 
diplomatic staff and other Ameri- 
cans. There Rowland read “The 
Song of Bernadette” while seated 
at a window in his room directly 
overlooking the shrine of Our 
Lady of Lourdes. He also noted 
frequent pilgrimages to the shrine 
by German soldiers who respect- 
fully stacked arms near the en- 
trance. 

Still expecting early return to 
the United States, Rowland and 
his group were informed Jan. 15, 
1943, that they were to be taken 
to Germany. Meanwhile, at 
Lourdes, they had lived on & 
scanty diet of occasional stew, 
home vegetables, an occasional 

. supplemented by Red 
Cross supplies still available. 

Skimpy Diet at Baden-Baden. 

When they reached Baden- 
Baden, they found food was more 
plentiful in Germany than in the 
farm areas of France. Even there, 
however, the prescribed daily diet 
was little more than a subsistence, 
and all agreed that survival would 
have been difficult without the 
regular arrival of Red Cross 
boxes containing coffee, choco- 
late, canned meats and cigarettes. 

The average daily menu was 
double the amount rationed to the 
German citizen, Rowland said. 
Breakfast consisted of a white roll 
and small quantity of butter, and 
an unspeakable mixture described 
as ersatz coffee. At noon, he 
said, the prisoners might receive 
a piece of meat about the size of 
a flattened cigarette package and 

about the same thickness. Din- 
ner was about the same-with an 
occasional skimpy serving of vege- 
tables, always including potatoes. 
The interned Americans rec.‘ved 
one egg each month., 

Quarters at Baden-Baden were 
comfortable, he said. 

Not Mistreated by Gestapo. 

“The treatment accorded us was 
formal, but no one had any com- 
plaint of misconduct on the part 
of guards or Gestapo,” Rowland 
said. “We were permitted to use 
a sports field and take escorted 
walks for exercise. We were not 
permitted to talk to people we 
met on the streets, but saw no 
indication of hostility when they 
were observing us. We had our 
Own library; created a little the- 
ater and were alowed to listen 
to German official communiques 
on the radio, and also to music.” 

During the bombing of Stutt- 
gart, about 40 miles distant, Row- 
land and his companions could 
hear the terrific detonations and 
see the bright flashes of explo- 
sives. Occasionally, large forma- 
tions of American planes flew 
overhead, presumably unmolested, 
The populace, Rowland heard, 
considered the prisoners “bombing 
. insurance.”’ 

“Christmas day we _ received 
word that we were to be ex- 
, @hanged in about six weeks,” 
Rowland concluded. “After many 
rumors, this one finally was offi- 
cial. That was the best Christ- 
mas present I have ever received, 
and I never expect to be as grate- 
ful for another.”

Francis Law, St. Louis- 
an’s Son, Says He Was 
Engineer in Paris for 
23 Years—Silent on In- 
ternment Life. 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP),.— 
Francis Gordon Law, once given 
up for dead, disembarked from 
the Gripsholm today, but his lips 
were sealed, he said, in fear of re- 
prisals against his former ac- 
quaintances in a Nazi internment 
camp. 

Law, 54 years old, believed by 
his parents in St. Louis to have 


been killed in World War I, was 
uncommunicative about the inter- 
vening quarter-century. 

Of his life in that period he said 
only that he had been an engineer 
in Paris during the last 23 years, 
and he identified himself as one 
of those who' rode the Red Cross 
sanitary train through the Bal- 
kans and the Ukraine in 1920, vac- 
cinating the populace against the 
threats of typhoid and other com- 
municable diseases.

In the 
second, he was 18 months at Vit- 
tel and Compiegne, Frances. He 
said he could not say much about 
his experiences because he feared 
the Germans might visit their 
wrath on his fellow internees still 
there. f 

Law, who arrived with his wife,

Some Ships Warned, 
There was a report, too, that 
some ghips in the convoy—mainly 
small landing craft—did not get a 
warning that friendly planes were 
approaching and that they opened 
fire before the bombing began.

MAGNESIUM OUTPUT CUT 
AT FIVE PLANTS BY WPB 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP) 
—The War Production Board yes- 
terday ordered production cur- 
tailment ranging from 35 to 100 
per cent in five magnesium plants 
in various parta of the country. 

WPB said the rated capacity of 
all magnesium plants in the coun- 
try was 586 million pounds a 
year, and that the curtailments, 
would amount to about 34 million’ 
pounds a year, less than 6 per 
cent of the country’s capacity. 
The agency said production cur- 
rently was running between eight 
and 10 million pounds a month in 
excess of requirements, 

“This large surplus production 
is due primarily to the fact that 
the armed services have not con- 
sumed the quantity stated in their 
requirements,” WPB said.

He Plats 160-Acre drip Bounded by Jeffer-

A plan for a large-scale conver- 
sion of central blighted areas into 
attractive residentia] districts un- 
der auspices of the city, but with 
new construction financed by pri- 
vate capital, has been formulated 
by Joseph M. Darst, former Direc- 
tor of Public Welfare, who has 
been discussing it with various 
persons interested in this field. 


As a concrete example, he has 
platted a 160-acre area bounded by 
Jefferson avenue, Grand boule- 
vard, Market street and the prop- 
erty on the north side of Pine 
boulevard—a congested, dingy and 
run-down neighborhood—where he 
sug s wrecking virtually all 
the existing structures, to be re- 
placed by well-spaced modern 
apartment houses. , 

Darst, a real estate dealer with 
subdivision experience, and a 
Democratic City Committeeman, 
who is considering running for 
Mayor, emphasizes that this is 
only an example of what should 
be carried out in the entire blight- 
ed region spread across the heart 
of St. Louis. He points out the 
necessity of protecting, or increas- 
ing, downtown property values for 
the preservation of the municipal 
structure by wiping out the adja- 
cent decayed sections: 

Essence of his plan fs a mini- 
mization of governmental control 
and subsidy and a reliance as far 
as possible on private gainful en- 
terprise. State legislation doubt- 
less would be necessary to effec- 
tuate the plan, which

Acquisition by Conde 

Under Darst’s proposal,\the city 
would acquire the entire \gite by 
condemnation, would raze the old 
structures and place deed restric- 
tions on the area to assure preser- 
vation of attractive residential 
characteristics. A municipally cre- 
. ated board, similar to the trustees 
of a private subdivision, would 
pass on the development of the 
area. The cleared land would be 
sold in single lots or larger sec- 
tions to real estate men or build- 
ers, at fair value, presumably 
about the condemnation cost, less 
value of the razed structures. 

New dwellings would be subject 
to normal taxation, with no sub- 
sidy or tax abatement offered. 
‘Darst believes this would result in. 
increased revenue for the city, 
compared to the tax yield from 
the blighted property. He would 
have the city bear the initial loss 
on site acquisition, representing 
approximately the cost of the de- 
stroyed buildings, but points out 
that this would be offset in time 

increased tax income, This 
initia] cost to the city, he esti- 
mates, would be about 30 million 
dollars throughout the blighted 
territory. 

It is his idea that the improved 
area would attract residents of the 
medium income brackets, whose 
rent or purchase payments would 
make the property self-sustaining, 
with modern homes, convenient to 
work, the downtown shopping cen- 
ter, churchea, achools and theaters, 
Industry would be ruled out of the 
improved area and commerce re- 
stricted to necessary neighborhood 
shopping centers. Darst points 
out that the plan should not be 
confused with low-cost, subsidized, 
mass housing projects. 

Co-operation of Negroes Needed. 

“Present owners and occupants 
of the property must be properly 
compensated and protected,” he 
says, “and their wholehearted co- 
operation in the plan secured. Ne- 
gro citizens must be represented 
on the various planning boards, as 
a great percentage of the proper- 
ty in the decayed sections ig occu- 
pied by our poorest citizens, many 
of them Negroes. Their present 
inadequate and unhealthful hous- 
ing must be made a matter of 
concern to all,” 

In some instances, notably in the 
160-acre example area, white resi- 
dents would replace Negroes, 
_Darst contemplates. He recog- 
nizes the housing problem this 
would create, and says: “We would 
have to provide better living quar- 
ters in better neighborhoods for 
Negroes. To accommodate them 
there would have to be extension 
of Negro dwelling areas. We must 
have the co-operation of the col- 
ored people, and can get it, if we 
show them thig is a citizens’ move- 
es not just confined to one dis- 

ot.” 

After the wartime housing short- 
age ends, Darst believes, decay of 
the blighted area will become 

re rapid, and he urges, “Let's 
not wait for a Chicago fire to 
clean this district out.” He re- 
gards his proposal only as a 
starting point and hopes it will 
elicit public discussion resulting 
in refinements of the plan. 

Public buildings of monumental 
type might be situated in the im- 
proyed area, he suggests. Central 
heating plants might be con- 
sidered. 

Estimate of Cost of One Site. 

Cost of acquiring the Jefferson- 
Grand-Market-Pine site is esti- 
mated by Darst at four million 
dollars, for a net amount of 25,000 
front feet of lots available for 
improvement, He arirves at this 
figure by an average allowance 
of $100 a front foot for the. land 
and most of the buildings plus 
the cost of the relatively few more 
} Valuable existing structures, He 
owns a mortgaged house on a 50- 
foot lot at 2824 Lawton boulevard, 
assessed at $2000 for the lot and 
$1500 for the building, rental 
of which yields little profit, which 
he says he would sell for $4000. 

Loss to the city on this mid- 
town site he estimates might be 
$2,500,000. He’ would have the 
present narrow lots resubdivided 
to about 70-foot width, to assure 
light, air and privacy, with the 
apartment houses set well back 
from the streets. There would be 
room, he figures, for about 335 
six-family buildings, or a popula- 
tion of about 7000 persons. The 


1940 census indicated that popu- 
lation of this area, virtually all 
Negro, was 8300, with 2075 oc- 
cupied dwelling units and 1019 
structures of kinds: 


Of the then existing dwelling 
units, 1290 lacked private bathing 
facilities, while 1 of them were 
built before the year 1900, and 
198 in the 1900-29 period. Only 
three were built in the decade of 
the ’30s. Rents in the district 
ranged, in 1940, roughly from $10 
to $20 a month, 

Street Changes and Parking. 

Darst proposes connecting For- 
est Park avenue with Laclede ave- 
nue, east of Grand, and shifting 
Laclede to parallel Market, be- 
tween Garrison avenue and Beau- 
mont street, ‘so that Laclede would 
connect with Lawton at Beau- 
mont. This would provide a new 
traffic artery, perhaps with a 
parkway in the center, like Forest 
Park avenue. He would widen Jef- 
ferson, Ewing and Compton ave- 
nues, 


As an additional feature not in- 
cluded in his cost estimates, he 
suggests connection of this area 
with Aloe Plaza and Memorial 
Plaza by conversion of the obso- 
lete dwelling and commercial 
property between Market’ and 
Chestnut streets into a park, from 
Jefferson to Twentieth street and 
between hteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. s would involve only 
seven city blocks, and would in- 
clude widening of Chestnut street. 


Camp Jackson Plaza, at Grand, 
would be preserved and perhaps 
extended east, and the Vashon 
High School and community cen- 
ter and the little park at Jeffer- 
son and Market both would be en- 
larged. 

The 160-acre area includes some 
vacant lots and abandoned filling 
stations. A few of the antiquated 
dwellings are of tinder-like frame 
construction. There are half a 
dozen industrial plants of impor- 
tance, including Grove Labora- 
tories, -Inc., and the Christian 
Board of Publications, and several 
minor industries. The only other 
structures exceedin 
in height are the old City Hospi- 
tal No. 2 (six floors), soon to be 
vacated by a social security office; 
the Pine Street Y. M. C. A. (five), 
a Negro office building (five), a 
morage warehouse (five) and two 
four-story places. 

Other establishments, some of 
which might be retained under the 
Darst plan, include: Five. church- 
es, the modern Waring School, 
the Old Waring School, erected in 
1872 and still in use; a fire engine 
house, an abandoned police sta- 
tion, a virtually unused car barn, 
one of the worst eyesores: Peo- 
ple’s Hospital, the Musicians’ Club 
and the den of the Veiled Prophet 
organization. Darst would omit a

Curtin’s Remarks. 


Curtin said MacArthur's respon- 
sibility as commander-in-chief in 
the Southwest Pacific is shared 
with other Allied commanders 


throughout the world. 

“For here as there, we are en- 
gaged in a war which is not divis- 
ible and which cannot be com- 
pleted until all our enemies are 
defeated and all occupied coun- 
tries and even ntutrals have éstab- 
lished beyond possibility of doubt 
that those forces which brought 
the war are no longer capable of 
molesting the peace of men.’ 

Turning to MacArthur, Curtin 
said: “I express to you the grati- 
tude of the people . Australia 
for your inspiring lefidership and 
example.” 

MacArthur attended the state 
dinner dressed in a sun-tan uni- 
form somewhat resembling Prime 
Minister Churchill's siren suit. The 
General wore no decorations or 
insignia of his rank. 

MacArthur was decorated with 
the Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Bath by Gov. Gen. Lord Gou- 
rie. In accepting it, the General 
said he regarded the medal “as a 
symbol of the magnificent valor 
@f the soldiers whom it was my 
Signal honor to command in the 
Vital Papuan campaign.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

17 (AP).—Two years ago today, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur arrived 
in Australia from the Philippines 
and said:

In geographical terms, MacAr- 
thur is not much nearer the Phil- 
ippines today than he was when 
he stepped from a Flying Fortress 
at Darwin, Australia, just as an 
air raid siren sounded two years

But MacArthur is much nearer 
fulfillment of his goal in terms 
of the military machine he now 
commands, and in terms of enemy 
ships, planes and personnel de- 
stroyed or isolated, lines of sup- 
ply cut or disrupted and Japanese 
holdings recaptured or rendered 
impotent. *

Darwin still is nearer the Philip- 
pines than any other Allied«held 
point. But instead of the shat- 
tered, “easy” target for Japanese 
bombers MacArthur found in 1942, 
Darwin now is a strongly-held base 


from which Allied flyers take off 
to hit and observe the enemy. 


Japan was setting the pace when 
MacArthur assumed command two 
years ago and that pace had to be 
broken in the islands along the 
air and sea lanes northeast of 
Australia. Allied successes in Pa- 
pua, Guadalcanal, New Georgia 
and elsewhere opened the possi- 
bility of undermining and render-' 
ing impotent Rabaul, New Britain, 
the terminal base of the enemy's 
north-south as well as east-west 
communication and supply lines. 


MacArthur said in his com- 
munique reporting the invasion of 
the Admiralty Islands Feb. 29, 
“the end of the Bismarck cam- 
paign is clearly in sight.” Rabaul 
and the supporting base of Kavi- 
eng, New Ireland, have been ham- 
mered into defensive liabilities and 
Wewak, New Guinea, whose planes 
once commanded the Bismarck 
Sea, currently is getting the same 
treatment, 


The Admiralty Islands, as Mac- 
Arthur pointed out in his com- 
munique March 1, are only 1300 
miles from the Philippines and 
there are no large and compara- 
tively few — islands in be- 
tween. 


Still Lacks Creat Force. 

Although MacArthur has more 
troops, more planes, more ships 
than ever before and hig position 
has improved materially in the 
last few months, he still doesn’t 
have the great force which will 
be required to launch an imme- 
diate attack to drive the Ja 


anese from their Philippine posi- 
tions. 


A comparison of MacArthur’s 
position. from a military stand- 
point now and two years ago, or 
even a@ year ago, would give a 
false impression of his present 
position. He had so little that 
one could say his army has in- 
creased many times in the last 
two years and be correct. 


Even at the conclusion of the 
Buna, New Guinea, campaign in 
January, 1943, MacArthur had 
only two American infantry divi- 
sions, the Thirty-second and the 
Forty-first, and the Thiry-second 
had been mauled in overruning 
Japanese defenses in Papua. Aus- 
tralian troops also had been hard 
hit. MacArthur’s bombers were 
forced to make their raids on Ra- 
baul, New Britain and Kavieng, 
New Ireland, without fighter pro- 
tection. 


Even now more fighter planes 
are needed to protect expanding 
bases, and as we move closer to 
new Japanese positions more 
bombers are required to maintain 
constant pressure against the Jap- 
anese, 


It is heartening, however, to see 
formations of heavy and medium 
bombers and attack planes take 
off on daily missions with pro- 
tecting fighters overhead. , 

Bases which a year ago ™ be- 
longed to the Japanese, are now 
garrisoned by American or Aus- 
tralian troops. Where the enemy 
once had a single dirt strip; Mac- 
Arthur now has one or more 
metal or hard-surfaced landing 
fields capable of handling heavy 
bombers. Docks have been built 
up where the Japanese formerly 
unloaded ships by barges; and 
heavy machinery, much of it 
Amerfcan, is everywhere. 

Probably the most heartening 
sign, however, is the fact that

A married woman will have all 
the hair shaved off her head, while 
women whose husbands are war 
prisoners in Germany often are 
executed by a firing squad and 
warning cards are left on the 
bodies. 

The hair shaving sentence is also 
frequently carried out. on women 
who have husbands in war prison 
camps and whose relations with 
other Frenchmen are too friendly. 
In such cases, execution of the 
sentence is usually delayed until 
the underground has obtained ap- 
proval of the husband.

Grant’s View of the Presidency 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The chief political gossip of the day 
seems to be the prospect -of a fourth 
term for President Roosevelt. Four 
years ago, the same question as to a 
third term was being discussed. 

During the inedeuntrection days fo)- 
lowing the Civil War, as President 
Grant’s second term of office drew to a 
close, the question of a third term for 
poser became an important political 

e. 

Our Constitution does not prohibit an¢ 
man from holding office for life, so long 
as he meets the age requirement and 
is a native-born American citizen. He 
must be elected every four years. If the 
people of this great democracy deem 
it advisable to keep on reelecting the 
game man, he must be a person fit for 
the job or he wouldn't be there, 

In May, 1875, Grant wrote a letter to 
the presiding officer of the Pennsylva- 
nia Republican State convention, in 
which he said: 

“As to the ‘third term,’ I do not want 
it any more than I did the first. I 
would not write or utter a word to 
change the will of the people in express- 
ing and having their choice. 

“The question of the number of terms 
allowed to any one executive can only 
come up fairly in the shape of a propo- 
sition to amend the Constitution, a 
shape in which all political parties can 
participate, fixing the length of time 
or the number of terms for which any 
one person shall be eligible for the office 
of President. Until such amendment is 
adopted, the people cannot be restricted 
in their choice by resolution further 
than they are now restricted as to age, 
nativity, etc, 

“It may happen in the future history 
of the country that to change an execu- 
tive because he has been eight years in 
office will prove unfortunate, if not 
disastrous. | 

“The idea that any man should elect 
himself President, or even renominate 
hisniself, is preposterous. It is a reflec- 
tion upon the intelligence and patriot- 
ism of the people to suppose such a 
thing possible. 

“Any man can destroy his chances 


* for the office, but no one can force an 
* election or even a nomination. To re- 
: capitulate, I am not, nor have I ever 
- Deen, a candidate for renomination. 


“I would not accept a nomination if

Mr. Green’s Blind Spot 


AFL leadership seems to have confused the 
middle of the twentieth century with the Land 
of Nod. At a time when, as Eric Johnston graph- 


-feally points out, American labor has “a priority 


at the mourners’ bench,” William Green again 
commits his 6,500,000 more deeply than ever to 
the concept of the “illegitimacy” of the CIU. 

President Roosevelt’s request that labor repre- 
sentation at the International Labor Office con- 
ference in Philadelphia be divided between the 
two organizations was not made with any intent 
to play fairy godfather to the younger of them. 
He believes—and such men as Charles E. Wilson 
and Eric Johnston are quite sure to agree—that 
the 6,200,000 members of CIO also should be 
heard from when international postwar problems 
are under discussion. 

The AFL executive council has grounds for 
its refusal on the basis of precedent. Samuel 
Gompers, working with a group of British ex- 
perts on labor affairs, established the ILO some 
time before its adoption at Versailles as a divi- 
sion of the League of Nations. According to the 
charter, each national delegation includes one 
vote from the most representative labor group 
in that nation as well as two from government 
and one from management. And since 1919, AFL 
has represented this country, even though the 
United States did not become an ILO member 
until 1935. | 

The AFL case can also be presented on the 
basis of largest membership. But in terms of 
labor’s best interests—precedent and affiliations 
aside—Mr. Green is making a grave mistake and 
acting according to an insupportable time lag. 


This is the blind-spot policy ‘he follawed in re- 


fusing to take part in the international confer- 
ence to be sponsored by the British Trades Union 
Congress next summer, ostensibly on the ground 
that AFL wanted no contact with the trade 
unions of Russ The fact, however, that CIO 
will be rep at the conference also af- 
fected the decision. 


Such a reflection of the immaturity of the 


American labor movement brought this comment 


_ fronf*Britain’s Harold J, Laskt: 


To go isolationist in this plane of action 

is to risk the supreme opportunity of this 

” war—a chance to build firm relations among 
the workers of all countries in the United 
Nations at the very moment when those re- 
lations can, by their solidarity, exercise a 
critical influence on ‘the shape of the peace. 


CIO's request. for ILO representation could 
scarcely be called an attempt to muscle a rival 
union out of international position. ILO repre- 
sentation is not that important in terms of a 
single vote. Its past and present usefulness in 
studying labor’s problems, drafting labor and so- 
cial security conventions for submission to mem- 
ber states, conducting research and making sur- 
veys of great value to such industries as Ford 
Motor Co., as well as to unions in all countries, 
has not been on the basis of immediate reform. 
International machinery of this sort, even under 
such leadership as that of John G. Winant and 
Harold Butler, is effective largely fn its pains- 
taking, socially scientific approach to all such 
issues, 

The battlefield, in this particular instance, is 
far larger than that on which labor's squabbles 
are usually foyght to a vitiating draw.

‘ There are numerous reasons for the greater 
success in the, fight against inflation in this 
war than last time, and one of them is the OPA.

The Constitutional Convention threw away a 
great opportunity to serve the people when it 
discarded the proposal of Prof. Lewis E. Meador, 
a delegate-at-large, to take the selection of dele- 
gates to future constitutional conventions out of 
the hands of the professional politicians. Par- 
ticularly disheartening wag the top-heavy vote 
against the measure. » 

Although delegates to this convention nomi- 
nally were elected by the people, actually they 
were chosen by party organizations. The 64 
district delegates, half Democrats and half Re- 
publicans, were picked by their party organiza- 
tions and placed on ballots under circumstances 
assuring their election. The 15 delegates-at- 
large, although elected on a non-partisan ballot, 
are the 15 who were indorsed jointly by the 
Republican and Democratic State Committees.

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No Time for Fake Jobs 


Disturbing testimony about practices of officers . 


of the AFL Theatrical Brotherhood, the stage- 
hands’ union, comes out of heatings being held 
in St. Louis before a War Labor Board panel. 
Moving picture theater managers assert they 
are compelled by Elmer Moran, business man- 
ager of the union, to keep on their payrolls em- 
ployes who perform no necessary or useful 
service. 

Recollection of the harm done the stagehands’ 
union by ite former czar, John P. Nick, and his 
chief aid, Clyde A. Weston, should make the 
members alert for the protection of their union. 
Nick and Weston ruled the motion picture in- 
dustry in St. Louis with iron fists and in the end 
went to the Federal penitentiary for racketeering 
practices which included the exaction of large 
sums from theater owners for dropping their 
exorbitant) demands for wage increases. 

The practices of Nick and Weston were a fraud 
on the union members as well as on the industry. 
They operated not for the benefit of the union 
but for personal gain. 

Complaints now being made against the union 
officers are not of this serious nature. They 
involve, however, the principle of, fair relations 
between employers and employes. When employ- 
ers are forced to carry on their payrolls persons 
who are not needed and who do no useful work, 
an economic and a moral wrong is created. Such 
abuse feeds on itgelf and leads to further abuses, 
and the inevitable result is the discrediting, if 


. nothing worse, of the union involved. If the 


practices described are being used, it is time for 
the union, to call a halt. 
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To Insure Court-Rule Reform 


Except for the criminal-lawyer bloc, few Mis- 
sourians will deny that something should be done 
to reform the State’s archaic rules of judicial 
procedure, which have often provided loopholes 
through which law-breakers escaped. The ques- 
tion is, How can this needed reform be accom- 
plished? ~ 

One school of thought holds that the Supreme 
Court has power to make rules for the State's 
judicial system. This theory played a consid- 
erable part in the decision of the Conatitutional 
Convention's Committee on the Judiciary, two 
‘weeks ago, to reject a proposal for writing the 
reform into the State Constitution. 

The committee's action ig aubject to criticism, 
both because it fails to deal with a situation 
that has seriously impaired the judicial process 
in Missouri, and because it passes the buck to 
the Supreme Court. A considerable body of opin- 
ion holds that the court does not have the power 
to make rules, Whether it has the power or not, 
the fact. is that the court has not assumed such 
a right. <As for action by the Legislature, that 
has been obstructed for years by the criminal- 
lawyer bloc, and there is no prospect of a solu- 


_tion there. 


A study of judicial practices shows that in 
England, in our Federal courts and in every 
state (excepting! only Montana), where the courts 
exercise the rule-making power, they do 6o 
through constitutional or legislative enactment. 
Missouri therefore would be getting into line with 
the practice elsewhere by writing this reform into 
its Constitution. 

The convention’s Judiciary Committee should, 
by all means, reconsider this important issue and 
reverse its stand. Approval of the proposal will 
be the first step toward improving the present 
lop-sided functioning of justice in Missouri, and 
thereby giving the State a better Constitution— 
the purpose for which ¢ the people voted to call 
the convention.

Europe’s Needs for Postwar Security 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


If the civilization of Europe is to survive, it must be rebuilt from 
the foundations, editorial saye; the German problem cannot be 
solved by dismemberment, but only within framework of a sound 
economic system; security and the future of Europe demand it. 


From the London Times 


This London Times editorial of Feb. 29 
has attracted widespread attention because 
of that newspaper's long-standing influence 
in British policy-making. 


In August, 1940, one of the moé#t famous 
of Mr. Churchill's wartime speeches offered 
to the peoples of Europe, victor and van- 
quished, “the certainty that the shattering 
of Nazi power will bring to them all imme- 
diate food, freedom and peace.” This was 


the brilliant and noble begining of a Euro- 


pean policy, 

in that period of the war, when the Nazi 
ocupation of the greater part of Europe 
was only a few months old and total war 
had not destroyed the very foundations of 
the prewar European order, it seemed as 
if liberation and material relief were all 
that would be needed. Restoration of for- 
mer governments and traditional forms of 
organization would suffice to set the Euro- 
pean countries on their feet again once the 
Nazi invader was driven back. 


These conceptions still presided over the 
framing of the Atlantic Charter in August, 
1941; and no policy reaching farther into 
the future or touching the fundamental 
structure of European relations seemed 
then to be required. 


Realities Must Be Faced | 


Today, in the fourth year of Hitler’s oc- 
cupation of almost the whole European con- 
tinent, this simple ,picture no longer does 
justice to the complex realities which the 
United Nations have to face. It has be- 
come increasingly apparent that the task 
confronting Europe when the hour of de- 
liverance arrives will be not to repair but 
to rebgild from the foundations, and per- 
haps even to rebuild but ‘rather to 
build anew. 


Neither “liberation” nor “restoration” nor 
material aid will be enough, Unless shat- 
tered and dismembered Europe can find 
some new vision that looks forward rather 
than back, some new leadership. bold 
enough to survey her needs and problem 
as a whole, her civilization will surely 
perish. 

Europe, in Mr. Eden's words last week, 
“must regain its corporate life.” But this 
corporate life must be more real and more 
closely knit than any it has known in the 
recent past, and must express itself In ef- 
fective corporate institutions, 


Unity Rests on Necessity 


. These institutions will have to be not 
one but many. The unity of Europe rests 
on the practical necessities of modern life. 
Unified European organs of control for 
such essential common services as cOmmu- 
nications and the supply of power may 
prove the easiest to establish, because the 
need for them is most patent. 

But the principle extends over a far 
wider field. The success of UNRRA will 
be determined largely by the extent to 
which its controlling body is truly inter. 
national in spirit and composition and is 
not hampered in its operations by restric- 
tions of national sovereignties and na- 
tional frontiers. 


Not less significant, European unity pro- 


vides the only framework within. which - 


the German problem can be frankly faced 
and solved. Mr. Churchill on Tuesday 
emphatically disclaimed any desire to “blot 
out Germany from among the nations of 


Europe.” Such a policy indeed would to- 
day be neither practicable nor morally ac 
ceptable to the civilized world, 


n spite of the burning detestation of 
an oppression that justly fills Europe 


_, at this moment, it is still axiomatic, even 


with her victims, that Germany cannot be 
other than an important member of the 
European body politic and economic; and 
while the sternest measures must be taken 
to prevent aggression, Germany cannot be 
allowed to becomé a cancer at the heart 
of the European organism. This is the con- 
sideration which, above all others, rules 
out the much canvassed proposals for the 
break-up of Germany into a number of 
separate units. 


Division Fans N ationalion 


A solution of this kind impdésed by a 
conqueror would rehabilitate the narrow- 
est nationalism of) Germany in the vety 
hour of its over w, It would fan to 
its highest point German determination 
to remain united, and would, after the 
lapse of a few years, place both on the 
consciences and on the resources of those 
who had: to maintain this separation by 
force a greater burden than they would 
bear, 

But more than this, it would—unless the 
division remained a pure fiction—impose 
artificial barriers on the recovery of Ger- 
man productive capacity and German trade 
which would have desperate repercussions 
all over Europe. 


At a time when technical efficiency is 
everywhere driving home the demand for 
the larger economic unit, those who sought 
—in the single, but capital, case of Ger- 
many—to turn back the stream of history 
and rebuild old’ dams which have long ago 
been swept away would be ultimately en- 
gulfed in the ensuing flood 


‘ 


Powers Must Co-operate 


German economic capacity must be weld- 
ed firmly into a European system estab 
lished and maintained with a backing of 
force which will preclude its misuse for 
aggressive ends. Security is the goal. But 


it is attainable only through policies that - 


are constructive and European, not through 
policies that are destructive and purely 
national. 


Though much of the initiative must and 
will come from new forces springing up 
within the Continent itself, the unity of 
Europe cannot be firmly based without the 
active participation of Great Britain, Rus. 
sia and the United States. 

Vested interests in the old exclusive and 
mutually destructive nationalisms of the 
past remain, no doubt, to be overcome. But 
there are forces in Europe which will re- 
spond eagerly to a saner and more far- 
seeing leadership if and when the signal 
is given. 

The opportunity is open for British 
statesmanship to provide the much-needed 
impetus to thinking and planning for a 
constructive Buropean policy, and it can- 
not be taken too soon,

A Well- Wr ritten Prize Novel 


With Acute Characterizations 


“Golden Apples ef the Sun,"’ by Resemary Ober 

meyer, (E. P. Dutten & Co., New York.) 
_ At first glance, this volume appears to be 
simply an unusually promising prize-win- 
ning novel, sensitively and at times beau- 
tifully related. It is that, but it is more, 
too; it is an Odyssey of man’s soul, a par- 
able of his progress through a world alter- 
nately friendly and unfriendly, lavish and 
grudging, gay and tragic. 

Yet, though it is a parable, it is not one 
in the obvious sense of “Pilgrim's iy * 
ress,” nor in the Puritan sense; rather, it 
is a parable told in a racy, picaresque 
and without the ever-simpli to 
which writers of parables are 

The protagonist of the story is Rhona, 
an unregenerate little gypsy girl, an 
orphan, who is not able to curb her wan- 
dering nature to the exacting discipline of 
a convent school. Fleeing the nuns, her 
“captors” (who are really extraordinarily 
human), she finds sanctuary with a shift- 
less Irish farmer, O'Callaghan, and his 
ethereal young grand-niece, Midge. Rhona 
goes with them,on a long pilgrimage on 
the open road. Of complication in _ 
little is to be found; but of incident, told 
with a child-like verve or an equally child- 
like gravity, always through Rhona’s eyes, 
there is an abundance, ’

There is an abundance, too, of charac 
ters, all surely delineated by ‘s curt- 
ously mature little mind, She always sees 
straight to the heart of a new person. None 
of these characters is presented as per- 
fect; the faults of all are, indeed, glaring; 
for, as Father Tully (one of them) says, 
“We don’t need to be better than each 
other. We need to be better than our-. 
selves.” So Miss Obermeyer is kindly te- 
ward their shortcomings. 

The author’s singular gift rests in the 
economy of her characterizations; even 
Rhona is revealed as if half by accident, 
as the girl narrates her responses to peo- 
ple and events—responses which Rhons 
takes for granted. 

The technique is that of unconscious self- 
revelation, and it is, of course, the ordi- 
nary method by which we makes ourselves 
known to others; but it must be the moat 
difficult of all methods to manage fiction- 
ally. Her success in managing i here 
augurs well for Missa Obermeyer’s future. 
The novel was awarded an Avery Hopwood 
prize, 

One may read this book for story and 
character alone. To do so, however, would 
be to become the poorer; for there is rich 
substance in this book for quiet hours.

McKellar’s New TVA Attack 


T 


HE record of the Tennessee Valley Authority has been such that 
the enemies of this great public power project have been unable 
to find any major flaws in its operation. 


That is why when 


Senator Kenneth McKellar of Tennessee starts out after TVA he 
has to use a bludgeon aimed at destroying the whole structure. 


Once again the incomparable 
McKellar has come forward with 
a series of proposals which would 
make the operation of the project 
centered in his State virtually im- 
possible on any sound basis. And 
this is in the face of evidence that 
the people of the valley are for 
TVA. 


The major line of attack is 
through an amendment requiring 
the Authority to turn into the 
Treasury all of its revenues from 
the sale of power. Then the direc- 
tors of TVA would have to come 
to Congress for an annual appro- 
priation to operate the power sys- 
tem. They would have to make 
their estimates of money needed 
many months in advance. 

Obviously, no going business can 
be run on that basis. It would de- 
stroy the essential principle at the 
root of TVA’s success. Independ- 
ent of political interference, it has 
been operated in the region where 
it functions. TVA has never had 
more than a dozen employes in 
a Washington office. 

McKellar’s repeat performance 
—he tried the same thing two 
years ago—is weird. A little joker 
might help to explain it. He pro- 
poses that all TVA employes re- 
ceiving more than $4500 a year 
be made subject to confirmation 
by the Senate. 

That adds up to a handsome 
nest egg of pafronage. Some 600 
employes, most of them in the 
State of Tennessee, would be put 
in the patronage bracket. 


“A Canard,” Said McKellar. 


Could anything as base as that 
be the motive? I asked Senator 
McKellar pointblank if what they 
said about him was true. At one 
time, the report was that so many 
McKellar henchmen were on the 
payroll they hired an entire hotel 
in Memphis for a convention. 

In his blandest voice, the Sen- 
ator from Tennessee assured me 
that this was a vile canard. No 
one in the Senate, he said, was less 
interested in patronage. Why, a 
veteran of 32 years in Congress, he 
never gave a thought to patron- 
age! 

There was a suspicion of sar- 
donic laughter somewhere as Sen- 


ator McKellar spoke. It might 


have come from Boss Ed Crump; 
whose hard-boiled political ma- 
chine in Memphis uses patronage 
to return loyal satellites like Mc- 
Kellar to office. 

Two years ago, the Senate 
adopted McKellar’s TVA amend- 
ment, This year, the same thing 
will probably happen. In commit- 
tee only one Republican, Senator 
Harold Burton of Ohio, voted 
against McKellar in favor of keep- 
ing TVA’s independence of action. 

This time’ two good friends of 
TVA are gone, One is former 
Senator George Norris, who ig now 
living in retirement in Nebraska. 
Norris fought for years for low- 
Mas power in the Tennessee Val- 
ey. 


How McNary Stood. 


The other friend was the late 
Senator Charles L. McNary, Ore- 
gon. He knew the importance of 
abundant low-cost power to the 
development of his own great 
Northwest. He voted for TVA and 
in the last fight indicated he 
would speak for the Authority if 
it was necessary. As the Repub- 
licans line up: behind their new 
leadership, they would do Well to 
remember this phase of wise old 
Charlie McNary's record. — 

Two years ago, when the Senate 

followed McKellar’s lead, the 
House refused to go along. The 
crippling amendment was knocked 
out in conference, but it was a 
narrow squeak. Friends of TVA 
are fairly confident that the House 
will once again preserve the inde- 
pendence of the Authority al- 
though the margin may be even 
narrower. 
‘What makes the fight more 
complicated is that the McKellar 
proposals should be tacked onto 
an appropriation bill. This is be- 
coming a pernicious habit—tack- 
ing onto measures that must go 
through broad riders which would 
completely reverse some major 
policy. 

The real answer to the McKel- 
lars is, of course, TVA’s own rec- 
ord. Power production has been 
doubled as a result of the war and 
75 per cent of all TVA power goes 
to win the war. We would have 
a lot fewer planes today if it were 
not for TVA.

There is no question that the 
Anglo-American bombing of Ger- 
mpany is in the exact and full sense 
of the words a military operation 
to achieve a military objective.

It was possible 
then to ask whether the sporadic 
bombing of enemy targets and 
enemy areas had in every case a 
true military purpose, The judg- 
ment of the commander who or- 
dered the particular raid may have 
been open to question. 

But in the present phase, which

@iishomer to say that the Anglo- 
Americans are raiding Germany. 
They are ‘systematically attacking 
' and seeking to destroy the German 
air force. There can be no ques- 
tion that this is a true military 
objective. The greatest of the Ger- 
man theorists of war, Karl von 
Clausewitz, has eaid that “the aim 
of military action” is “the disarm- 
ing of the enemy.” By this teat, the 
purpose of the present aerial in- 
vasion of Germany ia military. It 
bas already disarmed the German 
bomber foree.

Object Is to Disarm. 

We obscure the truth when we 
Say of the air attack, or for that 
matter of any other military oper- 
ation, that our object. is to kill 
Germans or Japanese. That is not 
our object.-Our object is to com- 
pel them to lay down their arms. 
When they do iay down their arma, 
we do not kill them. We feed 
them, we bind up their wounds 
and we accord them all the rights 
and privileges of prisoners of war 
under. the Geneva conventions. 
Our Ausiness is not the killing of 
men,’ but the disarming of enemy 
soldiers. We kill our eneMies in 
order to disarm them; when they 


won a military victory of which 
the historic Battle of Britain in 
1940-41 was only the first defen- 
sive phase. 

The argument that the Allied 
air forces must not be employed 
as they are now being employed 
is based on a failure to under- 
stand how they are being em- 
ployed. To this misunderstanding 
some of the spokesmen of the air 
forces have undoubtedly contrib- 
uted, They have dwelt upon the 
devastation of the German cities. 
That is only a consequence of the 
battle, not the purpose of it. If 
all the armed forces Of Germany 
could leave Germany and engage 
us in the middle of the Sahara 
Desert, the battles would be fought 
in the Sahara Desert. 

The spokesmen ought to dwell 
upon the military objective that 
the air forces have. already 
achieved, which is the neutfaliza- 
tion of the German bomber force, 
and upon the military objéctive 
that they are now. attacking, 
which is the German fighter force, 
Then the only mar entitied to 
criticise the strategy of the air 
forces would be a man who had 
some more humane and equally 
effective way of disarming the 
German bombers and the German 
fighters. v*

For "80,000,000 Little People” 


HE semi-nude torso of Willard Parker and the carefully- 
T covered torso of Rosalind Russell are the chief items on 

which “WHAT A WOMAN,” which opened at LOEW'S yes- 
terday, tries to make a bill of sale, 

Parker, whose first picture this is, plays a 
professor at Dear Old Buxton who shocks the 
faculty but delights the “little people” all over 
America by writing “The Whirlwind,” a “trashy” 

' povel, 

Because Parker is six-feet-four and looks ‘as 
though he’s both brooding and bursting at the 
same time, Miss “What-a-Woman” Russell, who's 

in the picture-making business, decides that he should play the 
hero in the filming of the book. 

“An audience of 80 million people is waiting for the pic- 
ture,” Miss Russell informs him, Our novelist is inclined to 
believe her. For the sake of those 80 million people, he takes 
his clothes off, shadow boxes, gets to slapping people on the 
back, and otherwise qualifying as an “actor.” 


While Parker and Miss Russell chase each other for the 


allotted numbeg of minutes to make a feature-length movie 
for us customers, Brian Aherne chases Miss Russell to do a 
profile of her for the “Knickerbocker Magazine.” Aherne’s not 
satisfied with the obvious material available on Miss Russell, 
clothes, success,” ai] that sort of rot. He wants more. So he 
furthers the love affair between the male torso by nature 
(we're stil] talking about Parker) and the female torso by 
Travis Banton (who is Miss Russell's dress designer). In the 
end, he gets both his profile and Miss Russell.

The Enslaved Women of Germany 


Conversational exchanges of the women in “WOMEN IN 
BONDAGE” at the MISSOURI this week, include such sayings 
as “you're very kind,” “you're very brave,” and “you're very 

, good” more often than you'll hear in most pic- 
tures, it seems to this reviewer. 

Such expressions of good will, strangely 
enough, are represented as being thrown back 
and forth, as a natural result of their lives, be- 

tween women who live in Nazi Germany, a 
country which has become the embodiment of 
ill will. 


The lives of German women, according to the picture, in- 
clude conditions of enslavement and degradation fully equal 
to the slavery and degradation inflicted by the Nazis on the 
women of other nations. Women. of Germany, as is shown, 


must have children, future soldiers of the Fuehrer, whether . 


they are or not married to the fathers. Adultery, obviously, 
is not considered a crime, but politfvtal non-conformism is, and 
murmurs against the regime are punishable by sterilization. 


Under such conditions, plus daily news in the homes of 
German women of huge casualties on the war fronts, the 
women appreciate every kindness shown them by their own 


kind. And they wait for Germany's defeat. 


~The plot of the picture deals with the return from the Rus- 
sian front of a German soldier who has been paralyzed in 
action. His wife, Gail Patrick, a subleader in Germany's youth 
movement, is ordered by her superiors to take a “deputy” hus- 
band so that she may contribute her share of motherhood to 
the Nazi cause. . , . 
Nancy Kelly plays a German girl whose coming marriage 
to an S. S. man is vetoed because she is wise at aceacl and 
therefore aot a 100 per cent Aryan in health, ; 


The picture, it séemed to this reviewer, fails mainly because 
it is made on the “quickie” style, Not because the conditions 
it describes can not be believed, but because those conditions 
are not satisfactorily transcribed in movie terms, the picture 


is only fairly entertaining. 


A Too-Simple View of History 


“HEART OF A NATION,” which opens tomorrow at the 
ABT THEATER, 3143 Olive street, is a French-made film with 
a running commentary in English by Charles Boyer. 


- The picture tells the story of three sieges or 
conquests of Paris by the Germans, beginning 
with the siege of 1871.

HEN a delicious sauce is 

added to an otherwise plain 

food, the effect is really 
amazing. It is like taking a plain 
dress made on good lines and 
adding just a simple decoration 
to transform it into a stunning 
gown, The reason sauces appeal 
is that they give a lively quality 
to food, They should also pro- 
vide pleasing and exciting con- 
trasts in flavor, texture and color, 
if possible, to be most effective. 
The basic texture of sauces should 
be smooth, although other ingredi- 
ents may be added to change its 
consistency, give variation in col- 
or or a more interesting eating 
quality. There is art, too, in add- 
ing sauces to the food. As a rule 
they need to be added just before 
serving. To give a dramatic 
touch to the meal, let each person 
ladle the saugé on his own food. 
The best effect usually results 
when the sauce flows over the 
food in two or more rivulets. But 


in some cases it is a good plan 


to use the sauce to mask the food 


entirely.

One-half cup sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon cinnamon, one-fourth 
teaspoon sait, one cup  bread- 
crumbs, two tablespoons melted 
margarine, two cups diced apples 
(four medium apples), 3 table- 
spoons lemon juice, one-fourth 
cup leftover fruit juice or water.

Serve hot or cold 
with vanilla sauce. Four servings. 


Vanilla Sauce. 


One-half cup granulated sugar, 
one tablespoon cornstarch, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one cup boil- 
ing water, two teaspoons vanilla, 
one tablespoon butter, one drop 
yellow coloring (optional). Mix 
sugar, cornstarch and salt. Add 
water, stirring well. Cook until 
thick and clear, about one minute, 
stirring constantly. Add vanilla 
and butter and coloring. Serve 
warm over Apple Betty.

In Childbirth 


Anesthesia

éé WILIGHT sleep” is a 
T hrase that will be remem- 
ered by the older mem- 
bers of my audience, It made a 
big stir about 1910 and was wide- 
ly .,heralded, before it was widely 
tried, as the discovery everyone 
had been waiting for. It consist- 
ed in the use of a hypodermic of 
morphine and scopalamine, just 
enough to produce a twilight state 
of consciousness in the mother 
with little pain and no remem- 
brance of the delivery of the baby. 
When it was tried out, however, 
it was found to be dangerous, re- 
sulting in many babies born 
dead; it was generally unsatisfac- 
tory and another dream was 

wrecked. 

The essential difficulty in ob- 
taining an anesthetic for child- 
birth is that the pains of labor are 
the contractions of the womb and 
the contractions of the womb are 
what push the baby out. To ob- 
tain an anesthetic with selective 
action (stopping pain, and not 
stopping the womb contractions) 
has been the goal and the prob- 


lem. 

Not that attempts were not 
made Over and over again. “Twi- 
light sleep” was by no means the 
first. As far back as 1847, soon 
after the introduction of surgical 
anesthesia, Dr. James Y. Simp- 
son, whose, statue stands in 
Prince’s Street, Edinburgh, intro- 
duced chloroform. But chloro- 
form was only given in the last 
@stages of labor and not much 
deadening at pain = rred, 


FROM ALL REPORTS from 
the most conservative amd relia- 
ble sources, however, it looks as 
if this agelong dream of men for 
a method that would render child- 
birth painless and still safe has 
been accomplished, This is called 
continuous caudal anesthesia. 

The new method was the result 
of a good deal of research in 
anesthesia that has gone on 
since the twilight sleep days. Most 
important precedent was the 
method of surgical spinal anes- 
thesia, by which the anesthetic 
is introduced into the _ spinal 
canal through one of the aper- 
tures in the vertebral column. The 
result is complete ‘ anesthesia 
from the neck down, the patient 
retaining full consciousness, 

Method of Injection. 

With the modern method of 
anesthesia for childbirth the in- 
jection is made in the region 
around the lower end of the spine 
where the plexus of nerves that 
supplies the womb and receives 
pain impulses is located. ‘At first 
a single injection was made, but 
such a procedure reduced only the 

ains at the very end of child- 

irth. Now with the continuous 
method, it is begun almost as soon 
as the first labor pains appear and 
injections are made about every 
45 oe . : 


* * 

THE RESULTS are truly aston- 
ishing to an old timer. The moth- 
er lies in bed comfortably until 
just before the delivery and goes 
through the whole experience 
without pain. The time of labor is 
greatly shortened in most cases, 
in some down to an hour or three- 
quarters of an hour, And all this 
quite safely. Many thousand de- 
liveries by thig method have been 
made so that the results can be 
evaluated. 

Women who have had one or 
two babies by older methods and 
then by this say the contrast is 
simply indescribable—it is the dif- 
ference between pain and suffer- 
ing and no pain at all.
